Dr. McNary's Home in San Jose 
Wrecked but Nobody Hurt 

Mlu Eliza Wilkins Remained in Southern 
California and Missed the Earthquake. 

MISS CHARLOTTE BLACK 

AND OTHERS HEARD FROM. 

On Sunday Paul M. Moore re- 
ceived a telegram from J. D. 
McNary, of Colusa, Cal., saying: 

"Brother and family safe in 
Ban Jose. House bndly wrecked. 
No damage here." 

This message was dated the 
10th, Thursday, and sent from 
Colusa, which is some hundred 
and fifty miles north of San 
Jos*}, in the Sacramento valley.' 

Monday Mrs. Walter Powers, 
of Madisonville. Dr. McNary's 
daughter, received a letter from 
home which told of the almost 
complete wrecking of the house, 
confirming the telegram that no- 
body had been hurt, and saying 
that the family was "living in 
the barn and cooking in the 

Jard-" Dr. McNary is a native 
entuckian who moved from 
Nebo to California some years 
ago. 

Miss Eliza Wilkins, of Madi- 
souville, who left home on the 
2nd day of April for a Cali- 
fornia tour and visit to friends, ] 
had expected to reach San Jose 
M the Itlth instant to visit Dr. 
McNarv's familv. For some 
reason her plans changed in time 
to save her from an earthquake 
experience. Letters have been 
received from her dated at 
Riverside, which is some three! 
hundred mile* south of San Jose 
and entirely out of the region 
affected, and it is supposed she 
was there at the time of the 
disaster. 
. News also comes of the safety 
of Mrs. William Walton, Miss 
Charlotte Black and their mother 
Mrs. Mary Black, at the San 
Jose home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walton. Mrs. Walton and Miss 
Black are cousins of Mrs. Jno. 
B- Atkinson and Mrs. Paul M. 
Moore. Miss Black and her 
mother, of Bordertown, N. J., 
are visiting there. At the Wal- 
ton home an outside chimney 
was wrecked and some damage 
done to the interior but no one 
was hurt. Another cousin, Mr. 
Al Newbold, of San Francisco, 
has been heard from and is safe. 

Spalding Kosure, son of Mrs. 
Vida Kosure, of Madisouville, 
for whose safety his mother 
feared, was outside of the dis- 
turbed district and is safe. He 
has written that he was in 
Montana. 

Later news was received by 
friends yesterday. Miss Wilkins 
was at Riverside at the time of 
the earthquake and expects to 
visit San Jose later. 

Dr. White, of Madisonville 
had been anxious for his brother 
and wife, who was a Colusa 
lady. They lived at San Fran- 
cisco. Dr. While has now heard 
that all are safe. 

A brief letter from Dr. 'Mc- 
Nary, which was received by 
Mrs. Powers yesterday, tells of a 
marvelous escape for the doctor 
and his wife. When the first 
tremor cume they sprang out of 
bed. Almost immediately u 
heavy wardrobe and a window, 
casing and all, fell upon the 
bed they had just vacated and 
before they could leave the room 
the whole floor sank under their 
feet. They were on the second 
floor. How they escaped they 
cannot tell, but no one in the 
house was hurt. Besides Dr. 
and Mrs. McNary, his elder 
daughter Mrs. Pontius, and Mrs. 
J. D. McNary, of Colusa, Cal , 
were iu the house at the time. 

THREE H OUBES~DE STROYED 
By Fire at Madisonville Monday— Were 
Occupied by Nejroe*. 

A fire which came very uear 
being disastrous destroyed three 
houses occupied by negroes in 
Madisonville Monday morning, 
near Baileytown, and for a time 
threatened the Buckeye spoke 
factory, and it was only by the 
heroic efforts of the fire depart- 
ment that the factory was saved. 

The houses were owned by W. 
J. Bailey, and the loss is |400 or 
$500, which was mostly covered 
by insurance.

Isaiah L. Fox, a pioneer Ell- 
ington citizen, died suddenly at 
the borne of his daughter, Mrs. 
John W. Twyman, Tuesday 
morning, April 24, at the age of 
77 years. The cause of death 
was heart failure, soon after 
arising. His death was wholly 
unexpected. Mr. Fox had been 
iu poor health for mauy months, 
but it seemed only the failing 
strength of declining years.

From the 
oven It travels to another operator, 
who trims off the rough edges and 
shapes It Into the finished tooth. Then 
It goes to the furnace to receive the 
final baking at a tremendous heat. Af- 
ter that the girls get In their fine 
work, polishing and finishing and ex- 
amining for defects, for the smallest 
flaw in the tooth will cause discomfort 
when in the mouth. Some of the girls, 
skilled In the work, sit all day long 
critically examining the cards of 
shining teeth and discarding those 
that are Imperfect and need further 
touching up. 

There are faddists in teeth as in 
everything else. Sometimes a tooth- 
less person will order a set of teeth 
of the kind she has seen some one else 
flashing on an admiring audience. It 
these are artificial and the covetous 
one will pay the price, the dentist will 
make a point of basking in the gleam- 
ing smile of the possessor of the fine 
set of teeth, and will then order a set 
expressly made to match It. The task 
of supplying such an order Is often 
easy, as long years of experience in 
moulding teeth has secured models of 
almost every kind of genuine teeth, 
but occasionally there are ordered 
what is known a9 "freak teeth" — teeth 
which have a peculiar color and a 
shape so different from any teeth be- 
fore manufactured that It takes days 
of experiment with chemicals and 
moulds to produce anything that ap- 
proaches the original. 

On the other hand, men frequently 
Want teeth to match their own tobacco 
stained ones. Then the coloring process 
has to be of the expert order so that 
no one may detect the presence of a 
false tooth In the dental display of the 
nicotine user. A large business is 
done In these tinted teeth and the art 
of coloring to match sample Is as 
Important in Its way as the making of 
the teeth to match the shape of the
